You will see that fish must 
be very numerous when they can be 
caught in that manner. Heretofore it has 
been the fashion in fish stories for the 
authors to confine themselves to the size 
of the individual fish; and indeed the Ga­ 
zette man has told us about several fish 
that were p henomenal in size but this, it 
ap p etrs, did not satisfy his ambition. 
The Gazette rep orter's innovaiian up on 
the general routine of the fish^story-teller 
will be noted with p leasure by the p ro­ 
fessional flsh-story teller, because it is 
p rogressive. 
We are glad to call atten­ 
tion to an artist who can forget the rou­ 
tine that has been followed by those who 
have gone before. It is well in all p ro­ 
fessions to p ress forward to noval achieve­ 
ments.

T h e » Supreme Court of Ohio in a re­ 
cent case inv olv ing rebates and dis­ 
crimination in fav or of the Standard 
Oil Company hold that such abuses of 
corporate franchises by a railroad cor­ 
poration would justify the rev ocation of 
its charter. 
Such a course, tho court 
said, could be taken without the au­ 
thority of any statute and simply by 
v irtue of the principles of the com­ 
mon law. 
It is well to bear this im­ 
portant doctrine in mind. 
Public cor­ 
porations are created and endowed with 
certain special powers with a v iew to 
the common good, but when they sub­ 
v ert this purpose, and become extor­ 
tionate monopolies, and deal wrong­ 
fully and oppressiv ely with the pub­ 
lic they may be declared nuisances and 
wiped out of existence. 
There is, in 
extreme cases, a death penalty for cor­ 
porations as well as for natural persons.

In that year through the 
efforts of Prescott Smith, the Camden 
and Amboy road in New J ersey, the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti­ 
more, and the Baltimore and Ohio 
were brought into one consolidated 
line. 
A banquet was giv en in honor oi 
the ev ent at Willard’s, and Washing­ 
ton celebrated with great enthusiasm. 
Then for the first time it was possible 
to come through without buying one’s 
ticket three or four time« ov er and with­ 
out, rechecking Baggage twice. 
Ev en 
that inconv enient way of trav eling, 
which took nearly all day, was looked 
upon as a marv el of modern improv e­ 
ment, for down in 1*52 the journey 
from New York ov er to Washington 
had been by steamer to 
A m boy, rail­ 
road to Borden town, steamer to Phila­ 
delphia, wlure another steamer took 
the passenger down the riv er to French- 
town, and there stages drov e across 
Delaware, and a steamer made the trip 
to Baltimore. 
There 
the passenger 
took stago for the Capital. 
One can go 
to Omaha or Winnepeg now in less time 
than was then taken to get ov er here 
from New York. 
For many years after 
the Baltimore and Ohio connection tc 
New York was effected the load re­ 
fused to check baggage through to 
Chicago and the West. 
This brought 
the Pennsylv ania road into competition, 
and the Baltimore and Potomac was 
built into the Capital. 
The local feel­ 
ing was so strong against the Baltimore 
and Ohio that Simon Caraerou put the 
depot and yards of the new' line on tho 
Smithsonian grounds, where they are 
to-day, an unsightly 
blemish. 
The 
Baltimore and Ohio depot at first was 
in Pennsylv ania av enue, where Tilbez 
Creek crossed it. 
In a cupola on the 
depot was a bell 
which rang fiv e 
minutes before trains left. 
As it rang 
the street presented a liv ely appear­ 
ance, with scores of passengers run­ 
ning to catch tho train. 
Washington 
clung to tho B. & O. through the w'ar 
as the drowning man to a straw. 
The 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York S u n from w hom wo hav e quoted 
thus far recalls to mind that for fiv e 
days in 1861 ev en that straw was gone, 
and it was not known whether the 
North would como to the rescue of the 
Capital. 
Then Gen. Butler's Eighth 
Massachusetts men put together the 
scattered p>arts of an old locomotiv e at 
Annapolis and the world mov ed a little 
nearer Washington. 
All the B. A' O. 
engines and cars had been taken ev er 
to Baltimore By the elder Garrett’s 
orders, but there was one old switch 
engine, and that went out to meet 
iG.fE.r’a men. 
As it drew' up at the 
junction a young man leaped off the 
tender. He had a rifle in his hands and 
he was Black with smoke and cinders. 
“ I was put out there to shoot that en­ 
gineer if he stopped on the road or re­ 
fused to stop when lie reached here, 
and I would hav e done it if he had.” 
That young man with the gun was 
afterward known to the world as Boss 
Shepherd. 
From that day on, Wash­ 
ington has had railroad communication 
with the outside world. 
All through 
the w'ar there was but a single track to 
tear up to isolate the city. 
The double 
track to Baltimore was laid during fhe 
war, but there was but a single track 
ov er the bridge at tho Relay Station. 
The double tracking of the road was 
delayed for years by' losses sustained 
from depredations by the Confederates 
from Harper’s Ferry on to Cumber­ 
land. 
The history of the road is a 
large part of tho history of Washing­ 
ton.

ized Chiuose swell their shav en heads 
Any trav eler who has sojourned in the lane 
of the rising sun and ex perimented with 
the fav orite potation of the Celestials 
called by them “ arrack,” knows that this 
rice brandy is the most lightning-like in 
tox icant that ev er 
paraly zed a white 
man. 
It is imported 
to 
Han 
Fran­ 
cisco in large quantities for the residents 
of Chinatown, and J ersey applejack is lamb 
like and mild compared with it. 
It is no 
wonder that, while stimulated and frenzied 
through drinking this dilution of liquid 
dy namite, rev olting crimes are constantly 
perpetrated by them. 
Walking on house­ 
tops is but an indifferent comparison with 
the feeling of elev ation produced by a 
single glass of this peculiar intox icant. 
It 
is of straw-color, and quite pretty to look 
upon; but to one unaccustomed to its in­ 
dulgence its effect on the brain is like that 
of th * deadly night-shade upon the stom- 
,ach. 
It is startling news to Americans to 
be told that tbey are being fed wilh rice 
brandy in any form without knowing it.

York, brought to New York, the first 
week in Nov ember last, ‘¿ ,8 00 bags of cracked 
rice, each bag weighing 24 0 pounds, and 
the whole shipment weighing three hun­ 
dred » tnd thirty -six tons. 
The v essels of 
the German lines bring about double this 
amount to New York twice a week. 
This 
rice i* imported to Germany from India for 
ex clusiv e use by brewers, who produce 
with it the lighter shade* of amber and 
straw-colored beer that hav e been found to 
sell best in this country . 
Lager beer was 
originally made from hops, barley , and 
malt, brewed in the fa ll and allowed to re­ 
main in the v ats until spring, when it was 
calked for us-*. 
The dark beers were those 
hav ing the most barley in them, while the 
light were made up mostly from hops. 
Beer differs from whisky by being pro­ 
duced through slow ferment ition, aud the 
custom of letting it lie all winter in v aults 
retarded fermentation to ex actly the proper 
degree. 
Barley is a high-priced ingre­ 
dient, and, therefore, such ingredi -nts us 
ri 'e and corn are substituted in its place. 
These do not contain sufficient sugar, and, 
consequently , glucose must be added to 
giv e thorn enough. 
The modern brewer is 
a progressiv e business man. aud regards 
“ life as too ^hort” to wail through a long 
winter for his v ats to cool. 
He uses cool­ 
ing machines and hurries the process o t 
his beer-making, so that he markets his 
weakened rice-brandy in a mouth after it 
is diluted to proof, and the first-class 
hotels, restaurants, and saloons proffer it 
to their patrons under the guileless shape 
of bottled beer.

the passengers were all compelled to jump 
into the lake. The steward informs The

sev en persons on board, including the crew.

George Wrisley , Charlev oix ; Mrs. M. Kehoe, 
Chicago; Steward Bean’s two children, aged 
Sand 5 voars respectiv ely , Chicago; Captt 
Lucas, Petoskey ; Henry Brennan, the clerk, 
Ataman, second cook and cabin boy , Chicago; 
Mr.Russell, of the J ackson, Mich., Corset 
company ; a gentleman and a boy , from Mil­ 
waukee, bound for Mackinac: one waiter and 
four Indian deck hands; a lady and daughter, 
from Fran kfort, names unknown. 
Those sav ed floated an hour and a half, 
when they were rescued by a y awl and fish 
beats from tho shore.

Man y of the promin en t lead ers, 
civil an d military, of the late Con fed erate states 
ure n ow hon ored represen tatives of the i>eople in 
the n ation al coun cils, or in other emin en t position s 
len d the aid of their talen ts to wise ad min istra­ 
tion of affairs of the w hole coun try, an d the peo­ 
ple of the several states composin g the Un ion are 
n ow uuited tread in g a broad er road to a glorious 
future. Impressed with these facts, I have the 
hon or to submit the suggestiou mad e in this letter 
for the careful con sid eration it will receive at your 
han d s. 
The secretary of war in d orsed his approval 
iq>oii this letter an d in structed Gen . Drum to 
proceed in the matter, an d in accord an ce 
with these in struction s Gen . Drum prepared 
on Jun e 7, an d mailed the circular letter to the 
govern ors of the d ifferen t states, in which he 
proffered the return of these trophies.

A divisio n was taken and the 
amendment was rejected 233 to 17 1. The 
amendments to the clause so far intro duced, 
having been dispo sed o f, the chairman putthe 
questio n: “ Shall the clause stand as part o f 
bilL” 
Russell entreated the ho use to co nsider 
gravely the o bjectio nable character o f the 
clause befo re paaing it in its present state. 
While he was speaking the ho ur o f 10 
o 'clo ck arrived and the ministerial benches 
were rapidly filled.

SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 


New Orders to the Po lice Resalt in a Sur­ 
prise Party . 
Lo ndo n, J une 18.—The German papers 
are again calling attentio n to the alarming 
increase o f So cialism thro ugho ut the empire, 
and the persistent activity o f the So cialists in 
spite o f the effo rts o f the po lice to suppress 
them. 
The co untry is filled with So cialist 
literature, ana the effo rts o f the po lice to pre­ 
vent its dissenfinatio n seem to be futile. The 
time was whed the po lice co uld raid a So cial­ 
ist haunt and find abundance o f incriminat­ 
ing evidence do cumentary and o therwise, but 
that time has go ne. 
No meditated mo vement 
o f the po lice can be kept fro m their kno wledge 
fo r twenty -fo ur ho urs, and the co nvictio n is 
gro wing that the po lice themselves are in 
league with the So cialists. 
The 
po lice 
autho rities thro ugho ut the 
co untry have received unqualified instruc­ 
tio ns to deal w ith the questio n vigo ro usly , 
and have been warned that each head o f de­ 
partment will be held respo nsible fo r his 
neglect o r failure to 
pro hibit So cialistic 
gatherings o r prevent the distributio n o f sedi 
tio us pamphlets within his jurisdictio n. 
In acco rdance with the new o rders the po ­ 
lice o f Madgeburg raided a ho use well kno wn 
as a So cialist headquarters. 
No thing was 
fo und to indicate the character o f the place 
until o ne o f the raiding party stumbled o ver 
an iro n ring in the cellar. 
Pro curing lights 
and calling assistance he and his co mpanio ns 
raised a large sto ne to which the ring was at­ 
tached and fo und beneath a flight o f steps 
leading to a mo st co mplete printing establish­ 
ment, co nnected by a well-co nstructed tunnel 
with the ho use acro ss the street o ccupied by 
a man o f go o d reputatio n who had upo n all 
o ccasio ns been amo ng the fo remo st in de­ 
no uncing So cialism and its evils. 
In the 
printing o ffice were great quantities o f litera­ 
ture fresh fro m the presses and in the ho use 
reached by passing thro ugh the tunnel were 
two to ns o f pamphlets packed, bo x ed, ad­ 
dressed and ready fo r shipment when the o p­ 
po rtunity fo r getting it o ut o f the ho use un­ 
o bserved sho uld arrive. 
The literature was 
seized and destro y ed and the o ccupants o f 
bo th ho uses arrested. 


A DEFENSE OF PARNELL, 


O’D o nnell Answers The Times Charges, 
b at Do es No t Satisfy the Paper. 
London , J une 
18 .—Hugh O’Do nnell, ex - 
Vice President o f the Ho me Rule co nfedera­ 
tio n, has written a letter to The Lo ndo n 
Times, which the latter publishes. 
The letter 
is dated fro m Co lo gne, and in it the writer 
reviews so me po ints in the recent articles o n 
“ Parnellism and Crime,” published by The 
Times, and denies the statements relative to 
the Parnellites and By rnes’ crime. O’Do nnell 
denies that By rnes o wes his po sitio n in the 
Natio nal Land league to the Parnellites, and 
declares that he inherited it fro m the Ho me 
Rule co nfederatio n, where he was the especial 
favo rite o f Mr. Isaac Butt, and in fact he 
was generally liked by all the co mmo ners o f 
that time with who m he came into co ntact. 
The w riter go es o n to say that “ By rnes’ par­ 
ticipatio n in the assassinatio n co nspiracy was 
co wardly treaso n to the ho no rable members 
o f the co nstitutio nal o rganizatio n who se co n­ 
fidence he misused and who se po licy he en 
dangered.” O’Do nnell believes that the co n 
i-pirato r's fall was o nly ano ther instance o f 
the usual co nsequences o f jo ining secret 
so cieties “ that curse o f mo dern po litics.” 
Th e Times, referrin g ed ito rially to th is 
letter, accuses O’Do n n ell o f ev ad in g th e im­ 
po rtant p o in t in th e ch arg e, an d say s th at if 
Parnell supplied 
By rn es 
with mo n ey to 
enable h im to leave th e co u n try , th is sig n ifi­ 
cant actio n can n o t b e o b scu red b y an y 
i asuistic subtleties.

County , where he owns a large tract of 
land which req uires constant irrigation 
to make it productive, and as his bank 
account is not large he had considerable 
trouble in obtaining sufficient water for 
his land. 
He dug a six ty -foot well, put 
in a cheap pump, and rigged at some 
distance one of those big family swings 
common In pleasure gardens. 
“Here, 
y ou little rascals,” said Birch to his 
little fishes, “come out hero and get in 
this swing. 
I’m going to give y ou 
something to 
play 
with.” In 
five 
minutes the children were fly ing back 
and forth through the air. 
The pump 
w orked up and down, making a merry 
tune, and a four-inch stream of water 
flowed from the « foil. 
The children 
don’t know that they are working, as 
tho well is not in sigld and the swing 
connects with the pump by an iron rod. 
The y oungsters raise enough water dur­ 
ing the day to irrigate a large tract of 
land. 
______ 
The interesting discussion now going 
on as to the identity of the P. 8 . Ney , 
who taught schools in tho Carolina« 
and Virginia half a century ago with 
the celebrated Marshal Ney , of France, 
who according to history , was ex ecuted 
in Lux embourg Garden, December 7, 
18 15, revives recollections of tho pleas­ 
ant Action which ran through 
tho 
pages of 
Pu tn a m's Mo n th ly 
some 
thirty y ears ago or more, in which it 
was sought to identify the Rev. Eleazer 
Williams with the lost Bourbon, Louis 
NYU. 
The discussion was an ingen­ 
ious one, but hardly more so that the 
present effort to make it appear that 
Marshal Ney , instead of being shot, 
escaped to this country and became a 
Southern pedagogue. 
Right at this 
point, however, there is a missing link 
of vital conseq uence. 
History tells us 
that Marshal Ney was an illiterate man. 
At licst he received only a scanty edu­ 
cation, which ended when ho was 17 
y ears of age. 
At 18 he entered tho 
army and began the career of a soldier, 
which was only terminated by death. 
He had no opportunities to study any 
lessons ex cept the stern ones of battle. 
Even if the statement bo correct, that 
he came to this country in 181(1, the 
y ear after history say s he was shot, he ; 
had no time to perfect his education, 
for according to the new history ho was 
teaching Latin, Greek, and the higher 
mathematics after 
he arrived here. 
Men at the ago of 50, without any pre­ 
vious acq uaintance with dead languages 
and mathematics, do not acq uire them 
iu a y ear or two, and especially with 
such proficiency as to teach them. 
There can be no q uestion that Marshal 
Ney was an uneducated man, that all 
the instruction he received—which was 
of a very crude kind—dates back of his 
17th y ear, and that from his 17tli to his 
40th y ear he was in contiuous active 
military service, with no opportunity to 
study . 
It will now' be necessary to 
show that Marshal Ney was a finely -ed­ 
ucated man prior to the time ho is al- 
legod to have come to this country , 
or that in some my sterious way he was 
educated after he arrived here. If that 
can he shown an important link will be 
supplied in the q uestion of identity ; 
but even then it will be difficult to con­ 
vince any one that the Marshal Ney , 
w ho was shot by his Bourbon enemies, 
pronounced dead by Bourbon surgeons, 
buried in Pure la Chaise, and whose 
memoirs were published by his own 
widow and children, escaped the pen­ 
alty of death by his own shrewdness, 
fied from France, and lived many y ears 
as a school-teacher in the Carolinas.

S c a r c e l y so ingenious, but eq ually 
absurd, is the Hibernian notice said to 
be seen over the entrance gate to a 
French bury ing ground: 
“Only the 
dead who live in this parish are buried 
here.” 


Where Pearls Are Found, 
The formation of mother-of-pearl is 
doubtless a natural process taking place 
in certain mussel« . 
The formation of 
pearls, on the other hand, is a» cril>ed 
lo accidents, and probably is caused by 
a sickness of the mussel, or by some 
wound inflicted on it. 
This view has 
been readied bv noticing the circum­ 
stance that when the shells are large 
and the inside smooth, clean, and with­ 
out any hole» , so that tho moll links can 
fully develop, pearls are but rarely 
found; while the formation of pearls is 
very freq uent when the shells are ir­ 
regular. Sometimes hundreds of pearls 
are found in the last-mentioned shells, 
but freq uently scarcely one of them 
possesses any commercial value. 
Real 
pearls are found only in bivalves; but 
a useful product is found in some uni­ 
valves. 
Fourteen varieties are enumer­ 
ated, the products of wl-fch are known 
to commerce. 
Among these are the 
avicula margaritifera, w hich produces 
the most valuable pearls; the pinna 
sq uamosa, with black and red pearls, 
and the chank shell, with pale-red 
pearls. 
Diving is one of the principal em­ 
ploy ments for the natives of the Pa­ 
cific Ocean. 
Here, likewise, mother- 
of-pearl is tho principal object of the 
fisheries. 
Tho oy sters live in large 
colonies, close together, ami are firmly 
attached to each other. 
They are at­ 
tached to tho 
bottom by 
a liga­ 
ment or baud, 
starting from their 
body and runhing through the shell. 
In tho live auimal this band is of a dark 
green, and 
sometimes gold bronze 
color, and fishermen can tell from its 
color whether the shells contain pearls 
or not. 
The shells reach their full 
size when they are 7 y ears old. 
When 
the animal has reached maturity it 
tears itself loose from the stones, opens 
its shell, and dies. 
The shtdls are 
then covered with corals and parasites. 
They become worthless and the pearls 
are lost. Occasionally pearls are found 
loose in the shells. 
These are alway s 
of a very fine q uality , perfectly round, 
and often very large. 
But there is 
hardly one in a thousand oy sters which 
contains such pearls. 
The natives 
often lose them, owing to the careless 
way in w'hich they open tho shells, 
l ine and calm weather is most favor­ 
able 
for 
pearl-fishing. 
The divers 
wear no special suit, but simply rub 
their body with oil so the sun may not 
blister the » skin. 
They remain under 
the water one to two minutes and bring 
up oy sters 1’ om a depth of twenty 
fathoms. 
They rarely go to such a 
depth, but the finest oy sters are found 
there. 
In tho lower part of the Bay of 
Mulege, in the Gulf of California, and 
near Los Coy ntes, pearls of great value 
have been found. 
It is generally sup­ 
posed that a row of pearl-beds ex tends 
from the Gulf of Darien to California. 
Tho fisheries are carried on from July 
to October; during the rest of the y ear 
storms and cold weather prevent fish­ 
ing. 
Diving-suits are generally used. 
Ex perience 
has 
shown that few 
pearls, and these of little value, come 
from mussels which are not older than 
five y ears. 
During the fifth and six th 
y ear the value doubles, and in the 
seventh it becomes four-fold. 
The 
pearls are not fully matured if they are 
taken out too soon, and, on the other 
hand, the animal dies if the pearls re­ 
main too long in the shells. 
For these 
reasons, at the Cey lon fisheries pearl- 
fishing is prohibited at certain periods. 
In sorting the pearls they are first 
passed through a row of baskets, ten or 
twelve in number. 
The eighth basket 
in the row* has twenty holes, and the 
pearls which do not pass through these 
are said to have the “twentieth meas­ 
ure.” 
The other baskets in order have 
30, 50, 8 0, 100, 200. 400, 000, 1,000 
holes, etc., and each basket has its 
special name. 
After the pearls have 
been sorted in this measure they are 
weighed and their value is noted. 
The pearl fisheries are principally 
confined to tho Persian Gulf, coasts of 
Cey lon, 
the 
Eastern 
Archipelago, 
Australia, the 
lagoons 
and 
many 
islands in the Pacific, and to Central 
America. 
Fresh-water pearls have, as 
a rule, but little luster, and are con­ 
seq uently of 
no great value. 
For 
awhile the Scotch pearls enjoy ed a 
great reputation. 
During the summer 
months the Arabs carry on a sort of 
pearl-fishery on the coast of the Red 
8 ea. 
They catch the moRusks and lay 
them in the sun s o that they may open 
q uickly . 
The pearl-fisheries in the 
Persian Gulf, especially on the coasts 
of the Island of Bahrein, are also in 
the hands of the Arabs. 
In the » State of Ohio pearl-fisheries 
are carried on in the Little Miami 
River. 
Tho season 
lasts from June 
till OctoVer. 
Men and boy s wade in 
the river and bring 
up the pearl 
oy sters with their feet. 
The shells are 
opened with a knife and seldom are 
more than two pearls found in 300 
oy sters. 
Pearl-fishe rios 
are 
also 
carried on in the rivers of Norway , 
Bavaria, and Bohemia. 
' In tlie Bahamas tho snail fisheries 
form an im portant industry . The pearls 
found in them are rose-colored, y ellow*, 
or black; the first mentioned alone 
possess any value. 


A Ma nia fo r Betting . 
As an illustration of the mania for 
betting during the reign of George 111., 
Walpole has a good story of a man, 
who, coining into W hite’s club the 
morning of the earthq uake in London, 
Fob. 8 , 1750, was horrified to hear bets 
laid as to whether the shock was caused 
by an earthq uake or the blowing up of 
the Hounslow* powder mills. This mem­ 
ber rushed out of the club declaring it 
was lfis opinion of the impious set 
present: 
“If tlie last trum pet 
was to 
sound they would back puppet show 
against judgm ent.” 
"One of the Blakes, of Galway , about 


the same time bet £ 1,500 that he would 
get a man who would live twelve hours 
under water, hiredjt desperate fellow 
and sank him in a boat by way of ex ­ 
periment. 
Neither man nor boat was 
ever heard of again. 
A few* of the bets 
made then were rather comical. 
For 
instance, Lords AI van ley and De Ross 
made a wager (**er night in tho patridge 
season as to who would make the big­ 
gest bag on the morrow, it being part 
of the l>et that each should carry what 
the other shot. 
Alvanlev, at the close 
of tho day , finding that he had no 
chance of winning, shot a donkey ; but 
how Lord De Ross got out of it is not 
on record.—S t. Lo u is Rep u b lica n 
,

Virg il’s renowned hero, jEness, re­ 
ceiv ed his familiar epithet of “pious" 
fro m his lov ing ease of his old father, 
Anchises. In all times and dimes a 
like care has ev er been reg arded ca a 
prime demand upon filial piety . One 
point at whloh such care may . be ex er­ 
cised is in g uarding the health of our 
aged parents, and thus protracting 
their life and rendering it worth pro­ 
tracting . The g eneration now near­ 
ing its close had its birth and g rowth 
when this whole matter was little un­ 
derstood ev en by the medical profes­ 
sion. 
All knew that it was a co mmo n thing 
•fo r the o ld to be suddenly struck do wn 
with apo plexy, o r hurried to their 
graves by an attack o f pneumo nia o r 
bro nchitis due to an o rdinary co ld. Of 
such and kindred cases it was said they 
had died o f o ld age. 
Life, it was tho ught, had reached its 
natural limit; the bo dy was wo rn o ut in 
every part and went to pieces, as a mat­ 
ter o f co urse, aU at o nce, like the dea­ 
co n’s “o ne-ho rse shay.” No w, as a gen­ 
eral thing, we might as well say that a 
child dies o f infancy when its mo ther 
do es no t suitably pro tect it. Tho fact is, 
every age has its tendencies and special 
expo sures. 
In o ld age the arteries lo se their elas­ 
ticity and to ughness, and readily give 
way, especially tho se o f tho brain, under 
(whatever quickens the actio n o f the 
'heart 
The circulatio n, to o , is feeble, 
and a slight chill is eno ugh to drive 
!the blo o d back o n the internal o rgans, 
'thus giving rise to vario us co ngestio ns. 
[Indeed, a co mmo n co ld is o ften mo re 
,'dangero us to the aged than smallpo x 
ito an adult, o r scarlet fever to a child. 
The recuperativ e po wer, also , is so 
weakened in the aged as to make al- 
jmo st any o rdinary ailment a serio us 
{thing, 
’i he secretio ns are greatly less­ 
ened, so that digestio n, especially o f 
Imeat, is much impaired, and the bo wels 
ftend to severe co nstipatio n, with its 
¡grave evils. 
Children, and all o n who m the aged 
depend, sho uld no t o nly understand, 
but be alive to this. 
Says Pro f. H. C. 
¡Wo o d, M. D.f in the M< d ica l a n d S u r­ 
g ica l Rep o rter: 
“A large pro po rtio n o f tho se who 
are said to die fro m o ld age really die 
fro m the effects o f expo sure, and it must 
be remembered that the term expo sure 
is relative. What in a yo ung man may 
‘be no thing, may to an o ld man bo a 
serio us matter. 
“One o f the mo st perfect pro tectio ns 
¡fro m co ld is a buckskin jacket. 
Xo th- 
fing else will co mpare with it. . . . 
These patients must be guarded espe­ 
cially against expo sure to wind—even 
mo re than against damp. 
“High winds chill the surface, o p­ 
press respiratio n, and are exceedingly 
disastro us to the life o f any perso n 
who se circulatio n is witho ut po wer. 
. . . Stimulating fo o d sho uld be with­ 
drawn. 
Meat sho uld be used but spar­ 
ingly. Milk sho uld be the chief article 
o f diet"—Co mp a n io n 
.

Milwaukee 
S en tin e', 
the wo rkman 
so aks it in warm water to make it so ft. 
He then cuts o ut the figure o r gro up 
in the ro ugh and bo ils it in sperm. 
After it is finished he bo ils it iu wax, 
as witho ut this pro cess the meerschaum 
wo uld no t “co lo r." When the pipe be­ 
co mes heated iu being smo ked, the wax 
with which it is co ated, and which pre­ 
v ents the po res fro m being cho ked up, 
is rendered so ft, and abso rbs the nico ­ 
tine with which the entire meerschaum 
is saturated.
